Your local credit bureau can
help. Go in or write for a cred-
it application form. It costs
nothing. Get your name on rec-
ord.

Remember this: build a good
credit record now, so when the
time comés when you really
need credit your record over
the past years. immediately
shows that you will be an ex-
cellent credit customer in the
future, !
